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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The amendment filed June 23, 2009 was entered. 

2. The rejections of claims 1, 10, 1 1, 14, and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st and/or 2 nd 
paragraphs, are withdrawn in light of the claim amendments or Applicant's arguments. 

3. The rejection of claims 1,6-11, 14, 24, and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is withdrawn upon 
further consideration. 

4. Claims 1 , 6- 1 1 , 14, 24, and 29 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding the 
rejection of claims 10, 11, and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs: on pages 6 and 7 
of the reply filed June 23, 2009, Applicants argue that the at least two polynucleotides of the cell 
of claim 10 encode the same polypeptide and both polynucleotides encode a chloroplast transit 
peptide, otherwise they will not encode the same polypeptide. Applicant's statements are 
sufficient to overcome the rejections for claims 10, 11, and 29. 

Regarding the rejection of claims 1, 6-11, 14, 24, and 29 35 U.S.C. 103(a), Applicant 
argues that Drake et al. does not enable claims to methods, plants, and cells comprising 
polynucleotides other than native TOM5, and Applicant directs attention to the instant 
specification at pages 14 and 30 for general teachings of how to make artificial polynucleotides 
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(reply, pages 9-10). The Examiner does not agree that Drake et al. only enable their method for 
TOM5. However, upon further consideration of the procedure for making instant SEQ ID NO: 
18 in Table 14, and the guidance provided in Drake et al. for making synthetic genes, and 
teachings of Barry et al, it appears that the direction provided by Drake et al, and Barry et al, 
would not have predictably resulted in SEQ ID NO: 18. Upon further consideration, the 
rejection is withdrawn.
